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Claims 1 and 32 of your application fail to describe how a 
compensation for oscillations in a power level is achieved. 
What is claimed in these claims are therefore considered to 
correspond to what is described in documents US64 93 541, 
US5852782 and US6075974, which all aim to solve the same 
problem as your invention, i.e. compensating for oscillations 
in a power level due to delay in the power control loop. 
Therefore, what is claimed in claims 1 and 32 lacks novelty. 

The remaining claims describe two different inventions which 
do not share any technical features apart from what is 
previously known in the art, whereby they do not comply with 
the requirements of Rule 13.2 PCT. The technical features of 
the two inventions are as follows: 

I. Claims 2-10, 19-31, 33-41 and 50-64: The injection of a 
compensating sequence to an established transmission 
power control command sequence. 

II. Claims 11-18, 19-31, 42-49 and 50-64: The blocking of one 
or more frequency components of an established 
transmission power control command sequence. 
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
